Egyptian President Sadat was 
peskerday’ quoted 2s saying that 

Kissinger's current moves for 
an interim settlement should be 
followed by the Geneva peace con- 
ference. Beirut's “Al-Hawadeth™ 
weekly quoted Sadat as saying in 
an interview that the interim settle 
ment was mainly aimed at defusing 
an explosive situation. 

“It is intended to give momentum 
to the cause of peace," Sadat said, 
adding: “Once this step is accom- 
plished, there will no room for 
waiting. We must all go to Geneva 
te discuss a comprehensive solu- 
tion,” in the presence of 81} par- 
ties including the Paiestine Libera- 
tion Organization. 

Sadat said that no Arab, Moslem 
or Christian, would make conces- 
sions over East Jerusalem, adding 
that in the case of the Holy City’s 
internationalization “this should be 
for the whole of Jerusalem.” 

On his relations with Syria, Sadat 
said that had an understanding with 
President Hafez Assad that each 
side should maintam the freedom 
of action within the framework of 
Middie East moves. “As long as we 
are moving within the strategic 
framework we have chosen," Sadat 
was said to have told Assad “it is 
inevitable that both of us maintain 
a freedom of action.” 

Sadat confirmed for the frst time 
that Egypt has recently recived So- 
viet Mig 23 warplanes. He did not 
disclose figures, though American 
intelligence seurecs reported last 
month the first shipment to Egypt 
of six of these jets, known in Nato 
military parlanee ox “Flogger.” 


The Egyptian leader reiterated 
the claim that the Soviets were ship- 
ping urms supplies under old con- 
tracts signed before the 1973 war, 
and that Russian arms supplies are 
arriving in Egypt at a slow rate, 
They should have come 18 months 
ago, he added. 

Sadat indicated that despite the 
recent improvement in Cairo-M2s- 
cow relations, the ties are far from 
firm. He said that the Soviets have 
even expressed fears that he was 
Secking to eliminate the Soviet pre- 
sence in the Middle East. He denied 
wanting to do this, claiming, “Tad 
I wanted to do so, I would have 
abrogated Egypt's 15-year treaty of 
friendship and cooperation with the 
Soviet Union,” signed on May 1971. 

“I neither abrogated the treaty 
Nor cancelled the port facilities 
Egypt is extending to the Soviet 
navy, although I feel that this in- 
fringes on my country's indepen- 
dence," he added. 

“My story with the Soviets is 
that they want to remain our 
guardians, but I told them that 
guardianship is finished," Sadat said.

Ticans of mixed blood) have no 
“homeland” lke that in which the 
nation's 17 million Blacks ultimately 
will gain political independence. 
There are four million whites. 

Voting indicated the Labour Party 
of Leon would increase its 
lead over the Federal Party, led by 
Jack Rabie, whose policy was “to 
use the apartheid machine to smash 
apartheid,” working meanwhile 
through the council. 


Until 1948, South Africa's 
Coloureds voted in general elections 
to the white Parliament, but when 
the National Party came to power 
it disenfranchised the coloured com- 
munity under the racial apartheid 
programme. The National Party has 
held power continuously since then 
and in last year’s elections increased 
its majority. 

Government legislation introduced

The biggest yet of the disaster 
films now in vogue has arrived with 
The Towering Inferno (Tel Aviv and 
Ben Yehuda, Tel Aviv), which con- 
cerns a catastrophic fire raging in 
the world's tallest skyscraper, trap- 
Ping hundreds of people inside. © 

Two major film companies, 20th 
Century Fox and Warner Bros., joined 
forces to make the picture at a cost 
of $l4m. Director John Guillermin 
handled the drama-and human re- 
lationships and producer Irwin Allen 
(“The Poseidon Adventure") directed 
the action sequences. Sterling Silli- 
Phant (“The Heat of the Night”) 
wrote the screenplay, which is found- 
ed on two similar novels and the 
starry cast is headed by Paul New- 
man, Steve McQueen, William Hol- 
den and Faye Dunaway. The number

The result of this gargantuan ex- 

penditure of money, talent and effort 
is to give the public the most im- 
pressive of simfar films to have come 
here to date.

PARIS (UPI). — A French inventor 
has devised a ‘three-dimensional 
screen technique modelled on the 
cornea of the eye, which he says 
could revolutionize the film industry. 
He claims the process, which pro- 
duces a “total optical {usion,” can 
reduce motion picture costs and lure 
‘back audiences to the cinema from 
television. ‘There is no mystery to 
my imvention,” Jules Hourdriaux, 68, 
said in an interview at his two- 
room Paris apartment. “People ac- 
cuse me of using a special lens. 
That's rubbish. The secret is inthe 
adreen.” 
Hourdriaux began work on his 
invention in 1960, It consists of a 
vertical concave 190-degree screen, 
shaped like a half-cylinder, and it 
has‘ already had considerable suc- 
cess in France, Belgium and other 
countries. He recently perfected the 
screen by adding floor, ceiling and 
wall extensions which heighten the 
effect ‘and produce an undistorted 
“8-D optical illusion.” .
